70-year-old 
reports rape

A 30-year-old man was 
arrested this weekend and 
charged with raping, kid- 
napping and burglarizing a 
70-year-old woman, according 
to a Riley County Police re- 
port. 

"An officer on routine pa- 
trol was driving down a road 
in south-central Manhattan 
when he was stopped, flagged 
down by a 70-year-old wom- 
an," RCPD Lt. Kurt Mol- 
drup said. "She indicated she 
had escaped from a residence 
where she had been restrained 
and raped repeatedly." 

RCPD arrested Qynton 
Mathews, 416 S. 4th St., for 
two outstanding warrants - 
one for theft and another for 
Manhattan Municipal Court 
- until they had grounds to 
charge him for the alleged at- 
tack. 

Moldrup said the wom- 
an had gone to a residence to 
visit an acquaintance. The in- 
dividual was not at the home. 
Instead Mathews, "a stranger" 
to the woman, allegedly an- 
swered, "pulled her inside and 
held her against her will." 

Moldrup said the bur- 
glary charges are a result of 
Mathews taking $32 from the 
woman. She was taken to Mer- 
cy Health Center for treatment 
from injuries received. 

RAPE REPORTED 
BY 23-YEAR-OLD 

A 23-year-old woman re- 
ported being raped by a known 
20-year-old man on April 10 
in southwest Manhattan, ac- 
cording to a report. No arrests 
have been made. 

WOMAN CHARGED WITH 
CHILD ENDANGERMENT 

A Manhattan woman 
who allegedly left her 2-year- 
old daughter inside a car while 
shopping for more than an 
hour at Wal-Mart was arrested 
and her child put into protec- 
tive custody, according to a re- 
port. 

Moldrup said Maria Mu- 
noz-Lucro, 32, of 4440 Tuttle 
Creek, Lot 18, left her child 
unattended in a locked vehicle 
Friday. A customer passing by 
noticed the child crying and 
attempted to locate the child's 
mother. 

The child was removed 
from the vehicle and trans-

New parking spaces will affect students, 
faculty in terms of cost, availability

The mounting deficit of 
parking spaces has been a prob- 
lem for many students and fac- 
ulty for the past few years. The 
new parking garage, scheduled 
to open at the end of May, is sup- 
posed to be one of K-State's so- 
lutions to the problem. 

The area south of the K- State 
Student Union, which used to 
have about 400 parking spaces, 
will soon boast nearly 1,400 
spaces, said Darwin Abbott, 
director of Parking Services. 

To park in the garage, 
students, faculty and staff not 
wishing to pay the hourly rate 
for timed spaces will have to 
purchase a small radio frequency 
identification device that allows 
cars to enter the garage, Abbott 
said. This RFID can only be 
purchased as an addition to a 
K- State parking permit. 

However, Abbott said own- 
ers may use the device for the en- 
tirety of its battery life - about 
five years. Therefore, those pur- 
chasing an RFID will be able to 



park in the garage during subse- 
quent years as long as they con- 
tinue purchasing their regular 
annual permit. 

Faculty and staff wanting an 
RFID must pay $400 in addition 
to a regular $200 annual per- 
mit. Those purchasing this $600 
package will be allowed to park 
in any open stall. Reserved spac- 
es will cost $1,200. 

Only 400 RFIDs will be 
available for faculty and staff to 
purchase on a first-come, first- 
served basis, said Gary Leit- 
naker, assistant vice president of 
human resources. 

Out of seven faculty and 
staff who were interviewed, how- 
ever, all said they would not pay 
to park in the garage. 

"It's too expensive," said 
Fred Brock, assistant professor 
of journalism and mass com- 
munications. "Besides, I actual- 
ly enjoy walking from my car to 
Kedzie Hall, something I would 
miss if I parked just across the 
street." 

Mark Taussig, associate di- 
rector of facility planning, said

Outgoing 
mayor 
reflects 
on term

Mark Hatesohl will leave 
his position as Manhattan's 
mayor tonight after serving on 
the city com- 
mission since 
2003. Hatesohl 
was not re- 
elected to the 
commission 
in the April 
7 city/school 
elections. The 
Collegian in- 
terviewed the 
mayor about 

his thoughts on the election's 
outcome and its effects on his 
life and Manhattan's future. 

Q: What are your thoughts 
and feelings about the elec- 
tion results this year? 

A: Personally, it's 50-percent 
disappointmentand50-percent 
relief. The results are really 
quite confusing based on the 
fact that the sales tax items 
all passed easily, so people are 
willing to spend money that 
way, but a lot of people were 
thinking this is a referendum 
on the south end, which is 
going to cost people money 
and they totally, sort of, shot 
that down. 

This is the first time you've 
had six candidates relative- 
ly close together, from 2,600 
votes down to 2,000 votes, and 
usually there's a lot more gap 
between the top three or four. 
We had some higher quality 
people running ... and that's 
one of the reasons the votes 
were spread out so much. 

A lot of it was low vot- 
er turnout too. I would have 
liked to have thought that if 
we'd had a better turnout, I 
would have done better, be- 
cause when people are up- 
set about something they will 
make sure they get out and 
vote, and the people who are 
really content won't get out to 
vote. And I think if we would 
have had a better voter turn- 
out, I would have done bet- 
ter. Other than the city com- 
mission race there's just not 
much [for] people to vote on, 
and so a lot of people figured 
for whatever reason, that they 
just weren't going to vote. 

Q: The Manhattan Airport 
has expanded, Manhattan got 
the National Bio and Agro- 
Defense Facility, new busi- 
nesses are moving down- 
town, and Manhattan has 
become recession resistant. 
What do you think of this 
"perfect storm" of develop- 
ment that Manhattan is expe- 
riencing right now? 
A: That's why it's so surprising 
that they threw Tom [Phillips] 
and me out of the office. In 
the big scheme of things, yeah, 
things in Manhattan are going 
great. There's just terrific 
things happening. We're 
making progress. As we're 
getting to start having more 
people come to town, we're 
expanding the retail and hotel 
and convention facilities. I 
can't take much credit for 
it, but I like to think there's 
some of the forward-looking 
perspective that we tried to 
have that helped to get us to 
this point, and I hope we can 
keep that moving forward 
because it's shortsightedness

What's the deal with all 
these people that know me - 
they definitely know me - but 
ignoring the hell out of me if 
we pass on the street?

Maybe it's just too much 
for them to remember those 
times of pain, and they'd just as 
soon forget they ever existed. 
That's possible, I suppose. 

It reminds of an episode 
of "The Simpsons" where Mr. 
Burns and Homer survive near- 
ly killing each other while be- 
ing snowed in a cabin, trapped. 
Once they realize they're going 
to be OK, and they're saying 
goodbye, Burns turns to Hom- 
er and says, "Well, Simpson, 
I must say, once you've been 
through something like that 
with a person, you never want 
to see that person again." 

Maybe that's it. It could 
certainly explain most of it. But 
there's still one girl that just 
baffles me. I've been hesitant to 
bring her up because she is my 
neighbor and all, but it's just hi- 
larious now. 

This girl lives two doors 
down, and we see each oth- 
er every day. When we all 
moved in, Scott and I saw her 
and her roommate all the time. 
They'd come say hi or at least 
smile when we saw them out- 
side smoking. That was the first 
couple weeks we were there. 

I don't know what hap- 
pened since then. It's not like 
we were ever friends, but we 
were certainly acquaintanc- 
es, and this girl, I'm telling you, 
just walks right by us now. 
We've been outside on the bal- 
cony and seen her come out, 
spot us and turn back inside.

She'll literally walk right by us 
keeping her head down, staring 
at the ground the whole time. 
All we do now is laugh. It's ri- 
diculous. We usually yell out, 
"Hi!" and she responds, baf- 
fled, as if we just appeared out 
of nowhere, "Oh ... hi!" Then 
she resumes ogling the cement 
floor. I just don't get it.

A little more than a month ago, Uni- 
versity of Kansas student Jason Wren was 
found dead in his fraternity the afternoon 
after he enjoyed a long night of drinking. 
Throughout the following weeks, it became 
clear that while many factors probably con- 
tributed directly or indirectly to his untime- 
ly death, alcohol played a significant role in 
causing the tragedy. 

In light of this and countless other 
alcohol-related illnesses and injuries, it 
is more obvious than ever that college 
students need to learn and practice safe 
drinking methods. 

Bill Arck, director of alcohol and oth- 
er drug education services, said the prob- 
lem for many drinkers is they simply don't 
know their limits. 

"Some people think that they don't 
have a limit,'" Arck said. "The fact is, they 
have a limit, they just either haven't found it 
yet or were too drunk to realize when they 
passed it." 

Wren probably fell asleep that night 
expecting to wake up, and his fellow frater- 
nity members certainly did not think they 
were putting him to sleep forever when 
they tucked him in for the night, but Arck 
said there were probably warning signs 
Wren needed hospitalization and not just a 
bed and lots of water. 

"It's important to keep checking on 
someone regularly even after they've gone 
to sleep to make sure they're still respon- 
sive," Arck said. "If at any point in the day 
or night someone reaches the point where 
they no longer respond to stimulation [like 
cuticle pinches, sternum rubs or a slap in the 
face], they need medical attention quickly." 



Many students, especially minors who 
have been drinking and are afraid of pos- 
sible consequences, hesitate to take an in- 
toxicated friend or acquaintance to the hos- 
pital, thinking the drunk person can just 
"sleep it off" instead. 

That is simply not the right attitude to 
have, said Lt. Kurt Moldrup of the Riley 
County Police Department. 

Moldrup said the last question on 
someone's mind in dealing with a heav- 
ily intoxicated person should be wheth- 
er something bad will happen for getting 
them medical attention. Hospitals are not 
required to report to the police when pa- 
tients come in for alcohol-related problems, 
unless the incidents also involve gunshot 
or knife wounds, Moldrup said, and added 
that a good friend should care about keep- 
ing someone alive, not how to avoid a mi- 
nor in possession or minor in consumption 
charge. 

At K-State, the campus police work 
closely with the RCPD to try and keep 
underage drinking to a minimum and 
identify any minors in possession of alcohol 
to confiscate it. Capt. Don Stubbings of 
the K-State Police said the main goal of 
all alcohol-related issues is for minors to 
realize there are consequences for drinking 
illegally and not to do it, and for people who 
are of age to practice safe drinking habits. 

When asked about tips and strategies 
for drinking safely, Moldrup agreed. 

"Well, first I would say not to [drink al- 
cohol]," Moldrup said. "But if you do, make 
sure you bring a sober buddy with you to 
help you make good decisions, eat a good 
meal and drink lots of fluids before going 
out. Set a limit for the night, and give your 
keys to the sober driver before you even 
have a drink." 



10 tips for partying safely 
— from Bill Arck, Lt. Kurt 
Moldrup, and Capt. 
Don Stubbings 

1 . Always use a sober driver — not 
whoever has had the least to drink, 
but someone who is completely sober. 

2. Never drink something you didn't 
make and/or open yourself. 

3. Start the party off with a non- 
alcoholic drink so you have less room 
in your stomach for alcohol and are 
less thirsty. 

4. Have at least one cell phone 
among your group of friends to use to 
call for help if necessary. 

5. Never leave drunk people 
stranded at a party. 

6. Tell someone before you leave the 
party. 

7. If someone is "passed out" but still 
breathing regularly and responding 
to stimulus, lay them on their side 

or stomach with their head propped 
up so they don't choke if they vomit 
while asleep or unconscious. 

8. Check on the person regularly, 
even if it seems like he or she is just 
sleeping. 

9. Don't be afraid to say no if 
someone challenges you to a drinking 
competition. 

10. Alternate alcoholic beverages 
with water to help your body flush out 
the alcohol. 
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Study finds volunteering benefits health

As finals week grows ever nearer, many 
college students are wondering what to do with 
themselves over the summer months. Wheth- 
er we are graduating or not, the economy has 
had a significant effect on the number of intern- 
ships and job opportunities that are available 
this summer. 

If you still haven't decided what your sum- 
mer will bring or if you have a few months off 
before beginning a job, I would highly recom- 
mend seeking out a volunteer position to fill 
your time. 

Volunteering is a great way to enhance your 
resume and can give you a sense of pride and 
accomplishment, but it can also improve your 
health. 

A recent study conducted in 2007 by the 
Corporation for National and Community Ser- 
vice shows that giving your time to a cause can 
improve physical and mental well-being. 



The study reported that those who vol- 
unteer their time actually lower their mortali- 
ty and have fewer incidences of depression later 
in life. It makes sense, though; we all want our 
lives to have meaning and purpose. By provid- 
ing others with help and support, we feel like 
we have actually made a difference. 

The study also found a threshold for op- 
timal health benefits. People who volunteered 
about 100 hours per year - that's only about 
two hours per week - had the greatest out- 
comes. Volunteering for considerably less time 
decreases the amount of health gains, while 
volunteering more than 100 hours does not 
seem to give any additional boost. 

So, how exactly does this work? It seems 
the health benefits come from a greater sense 
of life satisfaction. Volunteering also provides 
meaningful connections with other people, 
which can enhance a person's social network. 

According to the CNCS, "Volunteer activ- 
ities can strengthen the social ties that protect 
individuals from isolation during difficult times, 
while the experience of helping others leads to 
a sense of greater self-worth and trust." 

The study didn't include any research on 
the type of service that should be done, but I 
would guess that any kind of service would be 
significant. Whether you are working at a hos- 
pital, serving in a food kitchen or simply lend- 
ing your ear to someone who needs a listener, 
you can be improving the lives of others. 

Nobel Peace Prize recipient Albert Sch- 
weitzer once said, "I don't know what your des-

tiny will be, but one thing I know. The only 
ones among you who will be truly happy will 
be those who have sought and found how to 
serve."

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Obamas efforts help to ease tensions with Cuba, Castros

During the election, Barack Obama 
fielded a good deal of criticism for his 
avowed willingness to meet foreign hos- 
tiles (Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, Raul Castro, 
Hugo Chavez, usually in that order) "with- 
out preconditions," and this criticism usu- 
ally came cloaked in a kind of vague, jingo- 
istic ideology. Just last week, he caught fire 
for an apparently cordial exchange he had 
with Chavez, the objections again coming 
in the name of something like national sol- 
idarity. But the semantics, interests and his- 
tories aside, it seems the president's oppo- 
nents have inadvertently lighted yet anoth- 
er trail on which he will diverge from his 
predecessors: the issue of Cuba. 

A little more than a year ago, Fidel 
Castro retired from the presidency in favor 
of his brother, Raul, and I wrote then that 
we ought not to expect capitulation on the 
part of either government on the issue of 
mutual relations, confident that the stale- 



mate would remain until Castro and com- 
pany had disappeared entirely. It seems 
now, however, that I needn't have been so 
pessimistic; President Obama has actually 
endeavored to make the first move, easing 
the restrictions on Cuban expatriates to vis- 
it their homeland and on our telecommuni- 
cations companies to invest. 

He has, with a stroke of the pen, set 
to work undoing half a century of geopo- 
litical pigheadedness, and now, Raul Cas- 
tro seems willing to consider a more mag- 
nanimous response, expressing an interest 
in discussing human rights issues and ad- 
mitting that perhaps his government has 
made some errors after all, an admission 
we haven't heard since the Revolution. 

For quite some time, we have been 
one of the largest trading partners of Cuba 
and their largest supplier of foodstuffs, so 
we cannot give credit wholly to Obama, 
for the process has clearly been a gradual 
one. Additionally, what might well be vast 
oil deposits were recently discovered in the 
North Cuba Basin; in a conflict as immi- 
nently critical as the energy race, Obama 
realizes as well as anyone else the impor- 
tance of capturing resources in their ele- 
mental form. And primarily - despite its 
putative strengths, like health care and ed- 
ucation systems - Cuba is not a wonder- 
ful place to live and prosper, and its peo- 
ple are not free to say or believe whatev- 
er they wish. The critics of Cuban- Amer- 
ican relations insist, as they always have, 



that the Cuban bureaucracy must first be- 
have before we talk business. This would 
be a wonderfully noble principle to uphold 
if not for our other global commitments. 

For instance, no reasonable per- 
son would argue that the citizens of Chi- 
na enjoy freedoms even symbolically great- 
er than those of the Cubans and yet, in ac- 
cordance with the gospel of neo-liberalism, 
the Chinese still receive from us a substan- 
tial amount of business. So should we sur- 
render this productive international rela- 
tionship just to preserve the consistency of 
our current ideology, even though condi- 
tions there have positively improved since 
the emergence of liberalism? Of course not. 
But if we're going to make policy out of fol- 
lowing the money even when we ought to 
follow the ideology, we should make poli- 
cy out of doing so consistently, even if that 
means swallowing our pride with a few 
more rogue states. 

In truth, my column this week could 
have been effectively replaced with a single 
photograph, that iconic snapshot of Ronald 
Reagan chuckling with Mikhail Gorbachev. 
And what exactly should we call this kind 
of relation, in hindsight? "Capitulation" 
seems inappropriate, especially in light of 
our eventual successes in both places. 

So how about "diplomacy"?

Sebelius miscalculations might hurt reputation

By the end of today, Kansas 
Gov. Kathleen Sebelius will prob- 
ably be Barack Obama's Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health 
and Human Services, bringing 
Kansas arguably the most nation- 
al political attention since Bob 
Dole ran for president in 1996, 
but not without some controver- 
sy. 

At first, it seemed like Sebe- 
lius would coast through the Sen- 
ate confirmation right into the 
president's cabinet, but the ghosts 



of her abortion-rights record in 
Kansas have come back to haunt 
her - namely Wichita physician 
and anti-abortion activist whip- 
ping boy George Tiller. 

In the first few confirmation 
hearings, senators barely men- 
tioned her stance on abortion, 
but with the recent news that 
she shortchanged her actual do- 
nations from Tiller over the past 
few years, conservatives have 
voiced concern over her ability to 
serve in the position. 

Whether you think Tiller is a 
criminal or defender of women's 
rights, he has not broken a state 
or national law. The issue should 
not be that she received dona- 
tions from Tiller - he is a Dem- 
ocrat and obviously wanted an 
abortion-rights governor in of- 
fice and she probably needed the 
money, especially with her rise 
as a Democrat in a Republican 
state. 

The issue is either how Sebe- 



lius failed to look deep enough 
into her donations or how she 
tried to dodge the Tiller issue. Ac- 
cording to CQPolitics.com, Sebe- 
lius originally told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee she received a 
total of $12,450 worth of contri- 
butions from Tiller from 1994 to 
2001. She soon changed that to- 
tal to $39,600. Apparently, Sebe- 
lius and her associates missed the 
other $27,150 in their original re- 
view of donations from Tiller. 

Sebelius told the committee, 
"I regret that there was an inad- 
vertent omission in my previous 
responses to my question." Like 
most other politicians, it's hard to 
tell if she is being truthful or not. 
Either way, it does not look good 
for her right before taking charge 
of one of the heftiest tasks of the 
Obama platform - revamping the 
health care system. 

If she's not telling the whole 
truth and wanted to hide some- 
thing about Tiller, how will she 



handle the higher-profile position 
of Secretary of HHS? With the 
myriad of political action com- 
mittees, watchdog groups and in- 
vestigative journalists, Sebelius 
will be under even more scrutiny 
after this debacle. 

If she's telling the truth and 
the error was a simple oversight, 
let's just hope the employees at 
the HHS can research and add a 
little better than Sebelius' work- 
ers. 

By most accounts, Sebelius 
will be approved as HHS secre- 
tary, if not tomorrow, soon. Her 
reputation, possibly as well as the 
state of Kansas' reputation, is on 
the line - so let's hope her time 
as HHS secretary goes a little 
smoother than her confirmation 
process.

Morris' hard work leads to his success

If you would have told A.J. 
Morris that his face would be 
plastered all over national pub- 
lications and Internet scout- 
ing services more than halfway 
through his junior campaign at 
the beginning of the season, he 
probably would have said you 
should temper your expecta- 
tions a bit. 

However, in the midst of 
one of the most successful base- 
ball seasons in K-State history, 
that's exactly the position Mor- 
ris is in. 

He has already been named 
to the Baseball America Mid- 
season All- American team, one 
of only two starting pitchers in 
the country, and was named the 
Big 12 Pitcher of the Week once 
this season. 

Though his success has 
been a factor this season, Mor- 
ris - a Humble, Texas, native - 
instead chooses to focus on the 
team. 

"It's always great to be rec- 
ognized or up for recognition, 
but right now, you can't think 
about that," Morris said. "That 
time will come, but right now 
it's about the season and the 
team." 

As a child, Morris grew up 
idolizing native Texan pitcher 
Nolan Ryan. 

"His work ethic was some- 
thing I looked up to as a kid," 
Morris said of the Hall of Fam- 
er. "He wasn't just a big guy out 
there pitching. It was his work 
ethic that made him great. As 
you grow up you always think, 
Wow, I want to be like this 
guy.'" 

The big right-hander 
knows how fragile success can 
be as he experienced his fair 
share of failures last season as 
a sophomore for the Wildcats. 
Morris had high hopes head- 
ed into his third year with the 
program but lacked confidence

and labored to a 4-4 record 
with a 6.04 ERA. He showed 
flashes of brilliance and exhib- 
ited some of the best efforts in 
the nation according to some 
scouts, but never seemed to put 
it all together for an entire out- 
ing. 

"It was a rough season 
last year, and you could easily 
let that get you down," he said. 
"I just took that as a little fire 
in me and wanted to work on 
a few things this summer, and 
fortunately it worked out." 

That might be an under- 
statement, as Morris used that 
Ryan-like hard work during 
the summer to emerge as ar- 
guably the best starting pitcher 
in the NCAA in 2009. Throw- 
ing mostly a 90-94 mph fastball 



that he can locate on both sides 
of the plate and a slider that has 
baffled hitters all season, Morris 
has compiled a 1.31 ERA and 
given up only 47 hits in 68.2 in- 
nings pitched. He also ranks in 
the top five in the Big 12 Con- 
ference with 69 strikeouts. 

He also owns a nation- 
leading 9-0 record, which has 
tied the school record for wins 
in a season. Morris was three 
outs away from breaking the re- 
cord before the Missouri Tigers 
touched him for two runs in the 
top of the ninth this weekend. 

Though his bid to be- 
come the first 10-game win- 
ner in school history came up 
short, Morris will have plen- 
ty of chances to stand alone as 
the school's single-season wins 



leader down the stretch. How- 
ever, the task won't be an easy 
one as he still has to face peren- 
nial powers Texas, Oklahoma 
State, Texas Tech and instate ri- 
val Kansas. 

Coach Brad Hill said he has 
been amazed with the transfor- 
mation his junior ace has made 
this season mentally. 

"That is the biggest jump 
that he has made is his make- 
up," the sixth-year coach said. 
"He doesn't let a bad pitch or 
a defensive play behind him re- 
ally bother him, and that has 
been his biggest adjustment." 

Only time will tell if Mor- 
ris' incredible season can con- 
tinue and help carry the team to 
its first regional tournament ap- 
pearance in school history.

K-STATE BASEBALL TEAM REMAINS 
IN NATIONAL RANKINGS 

Following a 3-2 record last week, the 
K-State baseball team retained its national 
rankings as the Cats were ranked No. 23 by 
Baseball America and No. 25 by Rivals.com, 
the organizations announced Monday. 

Kansas State, which earned its first- 
ever appearance in Baseball America's Top 
25 last week, moved down two spots after 
entering the poll at No. 21 a week ago. The 
Wildcats fell just one spot in the Rivals.com 
Top 25 after being ranked No. 24 last Monday. 
K-State checked in at No. 30 in the NCBWA 
Top 30 after a No. 29 ranking last week, while 
it also received votes in the USA Today/ESPN 
Coaches' Top 25 for the third-straight week. 

Last week, the Cats swept in-state rival 
Wichita State, defeating the Shockers 13-5 in 
Manhattan on Tuesday before holding on for 
a 4-3 win on Wednesday in Wichita. This past 
weekend, K-State dropped its first two games 
against Missouri on Friday and Saturday by 
scores of 4-3 and 11-6, but salvaged the last 
game of the series by an 11-5 margin on Sun- 
day.

MIKE BROWN NAMED NBA 
COACH OF THE YEAR 

CLEVELAND - Mike Brown was hon- 
ored as the NBAs coach of the year Monday 
after leading the Cleveland Cavaliers to their 
greatest regular season. 

He guided the club to a 
franchise-record 66 wins, a 
second Central Division ti- 
tle and the No. 1 overall seed 
in the postseason. Cleveland 
leads the Detroit Pistons 1-0 
in the first round of the play- 
offs. 

Preaching trust to his 
players since training camp, 
Brown has created a tightly 
knit team led by superstar LeBron James. 

The 38-year-old coach also has given 
more authority to his assistants, a sign of his 
maturity as a coach and confidence as a lead- 
er. 

Brown joined the Cavs in 2005 after two 
seasons as an assistant with Indiana. Bill Fitch 
in 1976 is the only other Cleveland coach to 
win the coaching award.

Usually, the West is 
the power conference in 
the league, but due to inju- 
ries and trades that sent key 
players to the Eastern Con- 
ference, the West is weaker 
than it has been in previous 
years. 

Kobe and the Lak- 
ers should also cruise to the 
NBA Finals. 

So, if everything goes 
to plan, the Lakers will play 
the Cavaliers in the Finals. 
Along the way there will be 
some great games, but the 
Finals should be reminiscent 
of when Magic played Bird 
or when the Bulls won their 
final championship with Jor- 
dan.

Council 
to decide 
on pool 
design

The Manhattan City 
Commission is scheduled to 
decide on a design for a new 
city park pool tonight. Com- 
missioners are also scheduled 
to review updates on the san- 
itary sewer collection system 
master plan. 

The commission held a 
work session last week to ac- 
cumulate public feedback on 
the pool designs. One feature 
the commission hopes to in- 
clude is a Flowrider Wave 
Surfer, which simulates a 
surfing experience. Other cit- 
ies that have implemented a 
Flowrider have seen large in- 
creases in revenue. One small 
town saw its aquatic facility's 
$139,000 operating loss turn 
into an $84,000 profit after 
the addition of a Flowrider. 

Two designs for the com- 
petition pool have been dis- 
cussed - 50 meters by 25 me- 
ters and 25 meters by 25 me- 
ters. 

The construction and 
operating costs associated 
with the larger pool might 
mean sacrificing the installa- 
tion of the Flowrider or oth- 
er features. The larger com- 
petition pool would be bene- 
ficial to the Manhattan Mar- 
lins swim team, but through- 
out time, competition pools 
do not usually generate rev- 
enue. 

The smaller competi- 
tion pool would still provide 
a place for tournaments and 
practice and would save near- 
ly $1 million in construction 
costs compared to the larger 
pool. The smaller pool would 
also cost about $32,000 less 
to operate every year.

In contrast, Woodworth 
said her favorite part 
of playing in the or- 
chestra deals not with 
friendships or life- 
long hobbies, but with 
her instrument's indi- 
viduality.

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MAYOR | Hatesohl: incoming city commission could have 
frequent 3-2 divisions because of widely differing views 



that can doom Manhattan and 
stop it from achieving what 
we could out of this thing. So 
I'm hoping we can keep some 
longer-term perspective here. 

Q: What do you think you did 
well, and what would you have 
done differently? 

A: I think I did a nice job of 
trying to run the meetings in a 
way that kept the debate from 
degenerating into name-calling 
and various things on that line 
most of the time. 

Would I do anything differ- 
ently? I don't think so. I tell peo- 
ple after I lost the election the 
other day - I said the only thing 
I feel like I could have done dif- 
ferently is to have voted differ- 
ently over the last few years, but 
then I wouldn't be able to sleep 
at night. 

I thought there was more 
support for the position I was 
taking than showed up to vote 
on Tuesday. 

I didn't have any particular 
issues that I thought we should 
try to ram through. A lot of peo- 
ple have a list of things they 
were trying to accomplish. 

My goal was more to stop 
the government from doing too 
much stuff. That's the thing is 
everyone wants the government 
to solve all kinds of problems 
and start regulating and start in- 
volving themselves in business, 
and my goal was to try and stop 
things from happening and I 
think we were half-successful 
with that. 

Q: What will you miss about 
being mayor and commission- 
er? 

A: I always thought that my 
mayor of Manhattan business 
card was my excuse to talk to 
anybody about anything at any 
time. You can walk into any 
business and say, "Hi, I'm the 
mayor of Manhattan, how are 
things going here?" Or you 
can see a couple soldiers eat- 
ing at a restaurant and say, "Hi, 
I'm Mark Hatesohl, the mayor 
of Manhattan, how do you like 
Manhattan?" 

There's always an excuse to 
meet people. A lot of times, peo- 
ple who are new to town find it 
interesting to talk to the mayor 
a little bit. 

I think I really enjoyed my 
role as ambassador, for lack of a 
better term, whether it's in the 



community or across the state 
because most people across the 
state of Kansas like Manhattan 
and they think it's a cool place, 
and if you're associated with it 
somehow then you must be a 
pretty good person. 

Q: Can you see yourself run- 
ning for another elected posi- 
tion in the future? 

A: I don't know; you never say 
never, as they say. People also 
say that once you get out of the 
public life like that, you start 
enjoying your privacy and spare 
time you have and you don't 
ever want to get back into it ei- 
ther, so I don't know. 

We'll have to see. I'll give 
it a year. I've got a 9-year old 
daughter and a 16-year-old 
daughter and a motorcycle and 
I like to play golf, and I haven't 
had much time to spend with 
all of those different things and 
so I think I'm done. We'll have 
to see; there'll have to be a tre- 
mendous grounds full of sup- 
port from people willing to back 
me up before I say I'm inter- 
ested in stepping up there and 
making another round of some- 
thing. 

Q: What are your impressions 
of the new commission? 

A: I think it's going to make for 
a lot of 3-2 votes there. I think 
Mr. [Loren] Pepperd and Mayor 
[Bob] Strawn will vote a lot on 
a lot of things, trying to hold the 
budgets down. I think the oth- 
er three will be more willing to 
fund and pay for things. I think 
there's going to be a lot of 3-2 
votes. There's going to be a lot 
of disagreement on which way 
the city should go. 

Three of the candidates ba- 
sically want to move forward 
with the south end, two don't. 
That's going to create a lot of 
high-powered debate and such 
- I don't think I'm going to miss 
that too much. 

Q: If you had an unlimit- 
ed budget, what would you 
change about Manhattan? 

A: I know there's a lot of peo- 
ple who are wishing Manhattan 
was a little more bicycle-friend- 
ly, and the big thing with adding 
bike lanes and things like that is 
that a road like Claflin, trying 
to expand it costs millions and 
millions of dollars. I'd add some 
bike lanes on some of the major 



roads in town. 

If we had plenty of money, 
I guess I would build a confer- 
ence center down in the south 
end instead of going through 
all the gyrations of trying to get 
these STAR Bonds and having 
to have the Discovery Center. 

If we could just have the 
STAR Bonds and not have to do 
all that other stuff, I think that 
would be the thing I would real- 
ly want to get done. 

Q: How did your time as 
commissioner and mayor af- 
fect other areas of your life? 

A: I didn't spend as much 
time with the wife and kids as 
I should have. Because I was 
out of the office quite a bit for 
city-commission activities, then 
I didn't feel like I could be out 
of the office for as many as the 
kids' activities as I should have. 
I tried to catch most of the mu- 
sicals as I could, but I would 
have to leave the commission 
meeting and watch for 10 min- 
utes, then leave and run back. 
I've got a daughter about ready 
to go to college and one who's 
9-years old so I'll spend some 
time catching up with them. 

I haven't played much golf 
in the last few years, so I want 
to catch up with that, and I 
want to do more family-vaca- 
tion type things and not have 
to worry about being back on a 
Tuesday night. 

Q: What was your wisest vote 
during your 2008-2009 term as 
mayor? 

A: If I have a regret, it would 
have been a few years ago when 
the smoking-ban people came 
to the commission. They sort of 
had three options. One was just 
restaurants and bars until 9 p.m. 
or something like that, and an- 
other one was no smoking any- 
where most all the time. 

At the time, if they couldn't 
get the most severe ban, they 
didn't want anything. In retro- 
spect, we should have passed 
something. We should have 
figured that the smoking ban 
would eventually come, and 
that way we could have con- 
trolled the process of expanding 
it instead of, well it went to the 
voters the way that it was, and 
it made it more restrictive. Plus, 
it's a little harder to enforce be- 
cause it wasn't drafted by the le- 
gal department. 



PARKING | Students divided 
on issue of new garage, future fees 



he also will not pay to park in 
the garage because he works on 
the north side of campus and 
rides his bike to work. But even 
if he worked near the garage and 
drove to work, he said he still 
would not pay for an RFID and 
permit because they are too ex- 
pensive. 

Students will only have to 
pay $10 to $15 for the RFID, 
Abbott said. However, only off- 
campus students will be allowed 
to park in the garage from 8 a.m.- 
5 p.m. during the weekdays. The 
garage will be open to all stu- 
dents, on- and off-campus, with 
an RFID after 5 p.m. on week- 
days and all day on the week- 
ends. 

There will be no limit to the 
number of RFIDs available for 
students to purchase; however, 
free parking will only be avail- 
able in the first 500 stalls for off- 
campus students with RFIDs be- 
fore 5 p.m., Leitnaker said. 

After 5 p.m., a greater num- 



ber of stalls will be available for 
all students with RFIDs to park 
in for free. The garage will also 
offer about 350 timed spaces 
costing $1.50 per hour that will 
be available to anyone. 

As with the faculty and staff, 
students must purchase a regular 
parking permit before they can 
purchase an RFID to park in the 
garage. 

Matt Vignal, junior in human 
resources who lives off campus, 
said he will buy one because it 
will be very convenient and the 
price is cheap. 

But not all off-campus stu- 
dents are as willing to pay extra 
for the RFID. 

"You can park three blocks 
away and walk to campus in- 
stead of paying that," said Jesse 
Riggs, junior in print journalism. 

However, Abbott said the 
current plan is flexible, and 
changes will be made after they 
are better able to scope out the 
need.
